Renovated homes for social 
renting brought back into use 

NEWLY-renovated homes for social renting are being 
let to families on the borough’s waiting list as part of a 
Council initiative to bring empty properties back into use. 
Two six-bedroom, semi-detached Council houses in 
Bethune Road, N16, have seen extensive structural work 
after subsidence led to the building being stabilised but 
boarded up for several years. 

A family has already moved into one of the properties, 
after works were completed last autumn, while the 
finishing touches are currently being put to the other. 

Cllr Philip Glanville, Cabinet Member for Hackney Homes 
and Regeneration Estates, said: “Hackney Council is 
committed to providing new homes for residents who 
need them most, and one of the ways we have been 
doing this is by renovating properties that have lain empty 
due to structural problems.” 

Over the past three years, more than 20 Council homes of 
various sizes have been brought back into use that were 
empty due to structural problems, or extensive internal or 
external damage.

Helping residents 
to get fairer pay 

LOW pay is a serious issue for many people in Hackney 
and the Council is taking steps to prevent residents 
from being forced to work for less than the national 
minimum wage. 

The Government has recently said it will publicly name 
and shame rogue bosses who exploit workers and ignore 
rules on pay, but I’m concerned that more needs to be 
done to catch unscrupulous businesses. 

We already carry out a range of enforcement action for 
people who flout food hygiene and trading standards 
legislation, or illegally dump waste on Hackney’s high 
streets, and I’ve recently asked the Business Secretary 
Vince Cable for similar powers to tackle employers who do 
not pay at least the legal minimum wage. 

Those who breach licensing or environmental health 
rules are more likely to ignore other legal duties and we 
would like to use this information to help track down 
low pay employers. At the moment, the Government is 
responsible for dealing with this issue and we’d like to 
see a commitment from them to work together with us to 
stamp out this problem. 

You may have seen our current campaign around the 
borough, letting people know that they are entitled to at 
least a minimum wage of £6.31 for over 21 s, and £5.03 
for 1 8 to 20-year-olds from 1 October. If you are not 
receiving this you should call the Pay and Work Rights 
Helpline on: 0800 917 2368 to make sure you get the 
wages you are entitled to. 

Hackney Council is already on the way to becoming the 
first local council in which all the staff of its contractors 
are paid at least the higher London Living Wage, as is 
already the case with our own directly employed staff, and 
we hope to complete this early next year.

A: Residents and businesses in Hackney that have 
electric vehicles can park for free in controlled parking 
zone areas, but still need to apply for a parking permit. 
The permit is free if you apply online, or £1 0 in person or 
by post. Order one at: www.hackney.gov.uk/parking. 

If you join Source London you will also be able to use 
any of their 1 ,400 charging points across the capital. 
There are 15 charging points in Hackney alone; see 
them on a map at: www.hackney.gov.uk/electric- 
vehicles.

Hackney pupils test new app 

TWO students from Hackney University Technical College 
took time out during their summer holidays to test a new 
app designed to inspire young people about engineering. 
Emmanuella Manning and Jake Wilson (pictured) are 
studying digital technology at the Hoxton college and 
working towards a career in the digital industry. The duo 
were part of a group of students, aged 1 4 to 1 7, who were 
invited to test out a new app prior to its launch. 

The ACE Trails app guides visitors around King’s Cross and 
describes how engineers have helped to transform the 
area in a series of 1 5 videos. 

Jane Calvert-Lee, project manager for the app, said: 
“Emmanuella and Jake were great 
to work with. They were very 
quick to get into using the app 
and offered a wonderfully 
professional analysis for such 
young users.” 

The free app is being 
launched by the Association 
for Consultancy and 
Engineering on 10 September. 

Illegal school shut down 

THE Council’s enforcement team has won a legal battle 
against an illegal school operating in Stamford Hill. 

Bnois Jerusalem Girls’ School on Amhurst Road was 
operating over capacity and had spilled over into a mid- 
terrace house next door. Two of the three floors in this 
property only had planning permission for residential use; 
some rooms were too small to teach in; and the area for 
pupils to play at breaktime was very restricted. 

Over the course of the enforcement operation complaints 
were made to the Council from residents concerned by 
a number of issues including poor facilities for a large 
number of pupils; increased traffic and its impact on 
pedestrian safety; high noise levels; and loss of privacy 
and housing. The school was fined £6,000 plus costs at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court on 9 August.

Social care service changes 

RESIDENTS are being asked to have their say on changes 
that will affect how people pay for social care services. 
The proposed Government changes are likely to have a 
significant impact on how councils like Hackney deliver 
care locally. 

The key differences are that from April 201 5, people 
would have the option to delay paying their care home 
fees through a deferred payment scheme. Those living 
in a care home with assets of less than £1 1 8,000, 
including their own home, could get some of their care 
paid for by the Council from April 201 6. 

A £72,000 limit on how much people pay for their care 
would be set from April 201 6. The Council would be 
responsible for any extra costs after that. Some people 
would pay less than the cap however, including under 
1 8s and those who need care before retirement age. 

The Council is holding an event to consult on the 
proposals. ‘Caring For Our Future’ takes place on 26 
September at the Ann Tayler Centre, Triangle Road, E8.

Sexual health centre reopens 

A NEWLY refurbished centre for sexual health services 
has reopened at Homerton hospital. 

The Clifden Centre provides modern facilities for the 
treatment of sexually transmitted diseases, including 
HIV, as well as sexual and reproductive health advice, 
prevention and support services. 

The building has over 30 treatment and consultation 
rooms and a new garden annex. The £2million 
refurbishment project was funded by contributions 
from donors, the local community and NHS. 

The centre, which reopened on 6 August, offers a 
walk in service, plus specialist clinics for young people 
under 25, and men who have sex with men.

Charity begins at school

T ODAY we take 
for granted the 
state provision of 
education for all, 
but until the Elementary 
Education Act of 1870 
schools were either 
private fee-paying 
institutions, or charitable 
establishments funded by 
local subscription. 

A charity school first 
opened in Shoreditch in 
1705. It was a room in 
Pitfield Street with places 
for 50 boys. Pupils were 
drawn from the four areas, 
or ‘liberties’, that Shoreditch 
was divided into for tax 
purposes - Moorfields, 
Holywell, Church End and 
Hoxton - with the number 
of boys from each based on 
the proportion of funds the 
liberty contributed. 

In 1709, a house was 
rented in Pitfield Street for 
1 1 years to enable the school 
to take 40 girls, a number 
which gradually grew to 
50 by 1715. Religious 
education was paramount, 
with no great academic 
aspirations for the children; 
the boys were expected to 
take up apprenticeships, 
the girls to go into domestic 
service. Each child received 
new clothes every March. 

By the time the lease 
on the house was due to 
expire, it was clear that a 
purpose-built school was 
required, and so a site at the 
southern end of Kingsland 
Road was acquired. An 
indenture dated 26 February 
1721 stated Shoreditch 
churchwardens had leased 
a building known as the 
Smith’s House to the 
trustees of the school for 
500 years ‘with liberty to 
take down any part, and 
build in the place thereof 
a Charity School’ for the 
annual rent of £18. 

John Stow’s ‘Survey of 
London’, published in 1603, 
notes that: “From Holy 
well in the high streete, is 
a continuall building of 
tenementes to Sewers ditch, 
hauing one small side of 
a fielde, already made a 


Garden plotte. Ouer against 
the north corner of this 
field, between it and the 
Church of Saint Leonarde 
in Shoreditch, sometime 
stood a Crosse, now a 
Smithes Forge, diuiding 
three wayes: forth right the 
high way is builded vpon 
eyther side, more then a 
good flight shoote, towardes 
Kinges land, Newington, 
Totanham, &c.” 

However, it is possible 
that the old cross itself was 
known as ‘the Smith’ as a 
document of 1588 refers 


to local groups meeting to 
‘make good cheer together, 
and contribute their monies 
towards the maintenance 
and repairing the Smith. . .’, 
whilst a deed of 1586 refers 
to ‘all that messuage or 
tenement commonly called 
the Smith’s house’. 

Perhaps Stow was 
mistaken and there never 
was a forge, but instead an 
ancient stone marking a 
road junction called - for 
reasons long forgotten - ‘the 
Smith’, which eventually 
gave its name to the building 


close to, or on the same site. 

Early in the nineteenth 
century, the Commissioners 
of Shoreditch Pavement 
decided to widen the south 
end of Kingsland Road and 
in the process acquired part 
of the site where the charity 
schools stood. 

The schoolhouse was 
knocked down and the 
Trustees were awarded 
£800 as compensation 
for that and for loss of 
ground. An additional £943 
was raised by residents 
and collected through St 


Leonard’s church, to pay for 
building a new schoolhouse 
and shop on the corner at 2 
Kingsland Road which was 
leased to apothecary John 
Weston for 61 years. 

As the education acts 
of the nineteenth century 
pushed for compulsory 
elementary education, 
more schools opened 
in Shoreditch and the 
importance of the old 
parochial charity schools 
gradually waned, closing 
in the 1880s. Much of the 
building at 4 Kingsland 


Road still remains today, 
including plaques dating 
to the founding of the girls’ 
school and the rebuilding 
of 1802. However the 
plaque commemorating 
the foundation of the 
boys’ school has gone, and 
the central statue shown 
in early illustrations has 
disappeared, its niche 
converted into a window. 

Today the building is a 
bookmakers, and where 
Mr Weston’s apothecary 
once stood, there is now a 
kebab shop.

Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is 
the responsibility of another person 
or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
see map opposite.

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A healthy eating programme 
from Shoreditch Trust

IN this edition, Shoreditch Trust presents a recipe from its healthy eating 
programme which aims to help residents produce healthy, tasty and seasonal 
food throughout the year. 

Working as a good alternative to cheesecakes with a biscuit base, this method 
offers a healthy spin on a tasty treat. 

Chef Edouard Guidon said: “Oats are a great way to avoid hydrogenated fat 
usually found in packet biscuits. Swapping cream for a lovely low-fat yogurt 
reduces the level of saturated fat content without taking away the creamy taste.

• 8 dates (pitted) 

•2 cups of small rolled oats 
•Zest of 1 orange 

• 2 tablespoons juice from the 
orange (removing the pips). 

For the filling 

• 200g thick Greek or Turkish 
yoghurt 

•400g full fat cream cheese 

• 1 tablespoon icing sugar 

• 1 teaspoon orange zest 

• 1 teaspoon vanilla essence. 

For the topping 

• 400g raspberries (blueberries 
and strawberries work well too) 

• 1 -2 tablespoons icing sugar to 
sweeten 

•Juice of 1 orange 
•1 teaspoon orange zest. 


Method 

• First, prepare the base: blend the dates with enough 
water to form a thick paste. Add the oats and the orange 
zest and combine to make a thick, firm mixture 

• Line a tin or a muffin tray with greaseproof paper 
and spoon in the mixture to form a smooth, flat base. 
Refrigerate while you turn your attention to the rest of the 
recipe 

• Next, make the topping: in a saucepan, add the orange 
juice, icing sugar, orange zest and half the berries. Bring 
to a boil, reduce the heat and simmer for five minutes or 
until the berries begin to break up. Set aside to cool 

• Finally, make the filling: fold the cream cheese, sugar, 
orange zest and vanilla essence into the yoghurt. 
Refrigerate until ready to use 

• Now that all the components are ready, it’s time to 
assemble them into the final product. Top the base 
with a layer of the filling and smooth the surface using 
a spatula 

• Pour the berry mix on top of the cheesecake using a 
spoon and decorate with the fresh berries. Refrigerate.
